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Report  of  the  Forest  Fire  Warden 
and  Your  District  Chief 

The  1964  forest  fire  season  surpassed  the  record  year  of  1963  in 
both  length  and  severity.  For  the  seoonid  successive  year,  we  exper- 
ienced la  rainfall  deficiency  of  more  than  ten  inches  and  the  com- 
pounding of  such  drought  conditionis,  togetlher  with  the  miany  days  of 
strong,  dry  winds,  characterized  1964  as  one  of  the  most  hazardous 
years  in  the  past  half  century.  Although  our  fire  season  was  three 
weeks  longer  than  that  of  1963,  the  number  of  fires  showed  only  a 
slight  increase  and  more  remarkable  was  the  fact  that  the  area  burn- 
ed dropped  from  2280  acres  in  1963  to  900  acres  iin  1964.  Early  detection 
and  rapid  response  kept  many  potential  fire  disasters  from  becoming 
reality.  We  all  owe  a  debt  of  gratitude  to  the  men  in  this  community 
who  responded  land  fought  our  fires  so  efficiently.  Our  state  is  now 
86%  wooded  and  its  economy  -  both  industrial  and  recreational  -  is 
greatly  dependent  on  this  forest  resource.  The  responsibility  for  ade- 
quate fire  protection  of  this  great  area  -  4,350,000  tacres  -  is  everyone's 
responsibility  land  prevention  is  one  of  our  most  effective  tools. 

Prevention  is  good  common  sense. 

1.  Take  your  i-ubbish  to  the  town  dump.  If  you  must  bum,  obtain 

a  permit  and  watch  your  fire  until  it  is  dead  out. 

2.  Instruct  your  children  in  fire  safety.  Keep  matches  from  young 

children.  Explain  to  them  the  dangers  of  lighting  matches  and 
making  outdoor   fires. 

3.  Be  sure  discarded  s^moking  material  and  matches  are  out. 

A  major  portion  of  our  preventable  fires  this  year  are  changeable 
to  three  causes:  (1)  permit  fires  allowed  to  escape;  (2)  children  play- 
ing, with  matches;  and  (3)  smokers.  Let's  be  mindful  of  the  fact  that 
all  such  fires  endaniger  property  and  lives. 

We  wish  to  thank  you  for  your  very  fine  cooperation  during  the 
past  fire  iseason  and  witili  your  continued  cooperation  we  are  confident 
that  we  can  improve  our  fire  record  in  1965.

priation, which  balance  is  to  be  raised  by  taxes  by  the  town. 

9.  To  transact  any  other  business  which  may  legally  come  before 
the   meeting.

To  the  Board  of  Education  and  Citizens  of  the  Hill  Sdhool  District : 

I  herewitti  submit  my  annual  report  as  your  Superintendent  of 
Schools. 

Once  again  it  is  a  pleasure  to  be  able  to  report  thiat  our  fine  class- 
room staff  at  the  Jennie  Blake  School  has  not  changed.  Miss  Piatricia 
LaPIante,  Mrs.  Grace  Oolby  and  Mr.  Kenneth  Hazen  are  all  contin- 
uing their  work  in  the  interest  of  our  Hill  childiren. 

Miss  Marion  Moynthan  has  also  returned  as  school  nurse.  Mrs.  Hildja 
Greene  has  not  returned  this  year  and  at  tftiis  time  a  replacement 
has  not  been  found.  In  the  interval  Miss  LiaPlante  is  carrying  on  some 
musical  activities  at  the  school. 

To  keep  our  program  at  Hill  abreast  of  the  times,  we  are  using  the 
Modern  Mathematics  Program.  All  tihree  of  our  teachers  have  had  or 
are  now  taking  la  course  in  ihe  teachinig  of  this  new  approach  to  math- 
ematics. We  look  forward  to  a  better  understanding  of  mathematics 
on  the  part  of  our  pupils  in  the  years  to  come  as  a  result  of  this 
method  of  teaching  mathematics. 

Transportation  of  the  Hill  school  children  to  and  from  school  has 
beco'me  a  problem  due  to  the  number  being  transported.  Thie  small 
vehicles  that  'have  been  iin  use  require  many  trips  to  acoomiodate  all 
the  pupils.  This,  in  turn,  requires  some  pupils  to  be  left  early  in  the 
morning  while  others  must  stay  late  in  the  afternoon  while  awaiting 
their  turn  for  transportation.  The  Sdhiool  Board  has  spent  much  time 
studying  ways  to  eliminate  this  problem  and  have  decided  to  rent  a 
sixty  passenger  bus  from  a  leasing  company  to  transport  the  dhildren. 

The  requested  school  budget  of  $51,892.24  for  1065-1966  is  only  $595.44 
over  this  yeairs  budget.  It  is  a  pleasure  to  be  able  to  report  that  due 
to  added  income  the  amount  of  the  budget  to  be  raised  by  taxes  for 
1965-66  is  down  $1,452.60. 

I  would  like  to  tOuank  the  Board  of  Education  and  the  Citizens  of 
Hill  for  their  coiAinued  support  and  help  in  the  education  of  our  Hill 
Children.
